SECTION -1 

An ideal teacher worthy of Recognition 
and admiration 

Cornelio Apolino Gomes, popularly known as C.A. Gomes was born in 
Chinchinim Village, Goa on 20-6-1904. After completing his Primary 
Portuguese Education and two years of Latin and French, courses in his 
uncle priest's private school, he was sent for English studies. He passed 
the Matriculation Examination of the University of Bombay, through St 
Joseph's High school, Arpora ,Goa It was certainly a rare achievement in 
those days. 


Before he took college studies, he founded a High school, in his 
native village with vision and foresight for the crying need for those 
who could not afford studies outside village. He, taught for 8 years all 
the subjects except Hindi. He then joined the Elphistone College in 
Bombay, securing a B.A. degree in 1942- a virtual landmark in the 
higher Education in the Village of Chinchinim. For the next 30 years he 
taught in well known and leading Secondary High schools in Goa, St 
Mary's High School in Mapusa, Loyalo High School, in Margao, St 
Andrews High School, Goa Velha, Guardian Angel High School in 
Sanvordem, Infant Jesus High School in Cuncolim, New Era High School 
in Margao Mount Mary's High School, Chinchinim, as the H.M. He was 
instrumental in securing recognition under very challenging 
obstructions. Such was his zeal for learning that he passed the STC 
examination and completed B.Ed. Degree from Regional College of 
Education Bhopal, just a fewyears before retirement in 1968. 


He has to his credit acclaimed text books on social studies, Civics 
and administration and Guides in the subjects of English for the 
SSCE .These books were in great demand all over Goa. He penned a book 
of poems "A garland of multicolour flowers"including a legacy of 
unpublished poems. He was a distinguished playwright both in English 
and Konkani. His first play in English was Headman's Murderin 1940 at 
BOMBAY, earning him the nick name of'Goan Shakespeare' and which 
delighted him .He staged and directed 7 plays with professional actors 
and repeat performances. His catchy composition of songs still find an 
echo. In later years he devoted in the development of Mando , 
participating in festivals and competions. His passion extended to 
original traditional and operattas categories. He founded the group 
of Chinchonnche Cantorist' and won many a prizes in Different 
categories. He set Chinchinim on fire on Mando Map and 
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competitions and sprouted more groups. He was also the founder 
member of the first original Bernado Mando festival at Panjim. 

In social service he was always at the fore front. He was the only and 
distinguished Toast Raiser at almost all weddings in the village. 
Elected as the only unopposed member of Chinchinim Deussua Village 
Panchayat till date. He served for many years, as the President of 
Confrarias de Igreja de Chinchinim, assisted the Church in court 
matters to regain its properties. The Panchayat has gratefully named a 
road of Chinchinim Dandeavado, acknowledging him as the proud son 
of the village, worthy of of honour and recognition well deserved A born 
teacher, loved and admired by his students, revered and cherished for 
his way of disseminating knowledge in happy, dramatic atmosphere. 

He died on 12 April 1998, at 94 years. Death cheated him, denying 
his avowed his wish to complete a century. He has left his indelible 
foot prints on sands of times as an author, poet, playwright, composer, 
lyricist. Writer., Social worker and above all an individual not fettered 
by pride, jealousy, revenge, and envy. The inscription on his 
tombstones reads ""He shared his life to transform the society in the 
fields of Education, Literature, Culture, Human rights and dedicated his 
works to the lovers of truth and justice" A multifaceted diamond, fitting 
the title of the best ideal teacher. I have ever known was outside state 
recognition of teacher award. He would certainly qualify for 
posthumous award, if there was one, for the best and ideal 
teacher. His perpetual monument is the hearts and minds of his grateful 
students and all those with whom he came in contact 
Remembering C.A. Gomes as the teacher and a pearl of Chinchinim 
Village to be treasured, admired as an inspiration for posterity.

He was affectionately known as Carlito Mestre. He was born to Mr 
Remedios Joao Rodrigues and Mrs Belarmina Fernandes at 
Chinchinim and was among the two children. He was happily married 
to Mrs Argentina Furtado of Deussua, Chinchinim. She was his sheet 
anchor supporting, untiringly with arrangements for numerous band 
practices at the residence. He breathed his last with a mild heart attack 

In the year 1926 he completed Permeiro Grau from Navelim school. He 
was naturally gifted with the talent of singing, right from the very early 
age and developed his interest with devotion and encouragement. In 
those days making a career in Music was not profitable, not encouraged 
or kindly looked upon, but it was with his passion and determination 
that he pursued it to the heights of excellence much against the advice 
of his elders,. At the age of 21 years, he founded the band called "Banda 
Cecilia de Chinchinim" with meager resources, in honour of the patron 
saint of musicians, St. Cecilia and every year he used to dedicate a holy 
mass in her honour on 22 nd November. Initially, he was engaged locally, 
playing for functions with moderate success. Gradually, he ventured 
beyond and was very much acclaimed and sought after for his 
rendition of soul music It boosted his confidence and self esteem to 
scale glorious heights. 

He rightly earned the title of "Maestro" being proficient in playing a 
variety of musical instruments, writing music and achieving mastery in 
solo, alto Saxophone among other instruments, besides delighting with 
ease the Violin with his nibble fingers, and Clarinet too. He created his 
own compositions which received accolades and appreciation from 
music lovers and composers. His renditions of Portuguese 
compositions were much applauded. His brother Joaquim, seaman and 
musician himself, enriched his experience by regularly gifting him 
printed orchestration music, including Jazz and pop music. Wishing to 
showcase his talents and in search of greener pastures for a better more 
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comfortable life, he left for Colombo, Ceylon with the then famous band 
leader from the village Mr Josico Menezes, who had tremendous 
influence on him and who helped him shape his dreams and future. He 
played with his band there for two years and which won great 
acceptance and admiration of people. He was thus conferred with two 
prestigious Honours in Colombo for his musical renditionsFeeling 
home sick, he returned to his native place, and with his experience, 
confidently decided to form the new band, baptized as RADIO 
SERENADERS in 1948. It was a big band of 10 musicians and with 
favourite nomenclature, he continued till his very end. Recognition and 
appreciations followed him with great success. It was the leading, most 
sought after band from North to South Goa and modestly designated as 
the first, pioneering brass band of Goa. He performed at most important 
leading venues, popular, prestigious and famous dances and functions. 
The band added grace, happiness and life to the occasion. The RADIO 
SERENADERS was in such great demands, that booking in advance was 
an absolute necessity to connoisseur of music, not to be disappointed. 
His fame thus spread far and wide and he carved a niche amongst the 
greatest musicians of all times, till his passing away in 1975. It can be 
truly said that he stormed the bastion of music scene with his entrance 
on musical horizon of Goa, that he left many other existing bands way 
behind. He brought to the music lovers in Goa compositions of famous 
musicians like Harry James, Artie Shaw, Duke Ellington, Glenn Miles, 
among many others. 

His loyal, faithful band of musicians consisted of Joaquim. 1 st Trumpet, 
(Moira), Degolacao, 2 nd Trumpet (Sirlim), Fransquino 2 nd alto sax 
(Mungul, Margao), Pedro Antonio Fernandes, tenor sax (Colva), Baptist 
Tavares, 2 nd tenor sax (Rachol), Piedade Francis Fernandes, Drums 
(Madel, Margao), Lume Gomes, Banjo, (Navelim) Joao Goes, double bass 
(Chinchinim); Carmo, Belino and Seby Fernandes, crooners that 
enhanced the prestige. Many famous musicians were trained by him 
and only the highly proficient musicians humbly sought participation in 
his group. 

After his death, his sons Mr. Neon and Mr. Lucio carried the torch 
forward, continuing with the best traditions and the standards set by 
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their father from 1975 to 1988. Mr Neon was proficient in playing with 
alto saxophone, drums, keyboard, and guitar. Mr Lucio was a part of the 
band playing rhythm guitar. The transfer of Mr Lucio to Bombay and 
advent of electronic music, with numerous small groups the economics 
made survival difficult, However Mr. Neon continues with his musical 
school christened NEON MUSIC INSTITUTE, transferring his expertise 
to the young music enthusiast in guitar, drums, violin and keyboard. 
Eager music learners are encouraged by providing with 6 organs, 5 
guitars, saxophone and drums at the institute to those who cannot 
afford the cost of purchase, It is unique feature of any musical school, 
were the pupils have not to carry their own instruments 

I recall with gratitude how Carlito Mestre, voluntarily entertained our 
meets of youngsters during Christmas and New Year nights, even 
though he was advised rest. He was a simple, humble and unassuming 
professional, but a great loving, personality that brought fame, honour 
and recognition to the Village of Chinchinim by his calling .The villagers 
feel proud and salute Maestro Carlos, incomparable music genius of 
Chinchinim 

He leaves behind his other children Mrs Wenefrida Pereira, Mrs,Marina 
Fernandes, Mrs. Benecia Diniz, who are well settled in life, with their 
children professionally qualified.

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He was born to late Mr. Jose Maria & Mrs. Analia on 22 March 1933 and 
breathed his last peacefully after prolonged illness on 19-7-2016 at 2 
p,m„ fully conscious to the end . He was distressed that his two his 
brothers Mr. Renato and Fr Ramiro predeceased him. As a doctor 
encountering death- life situations almost on daily basis, he understood 
the futility, effectiveness of the best of available medical interventions 
to prolong life, but surrendered meekly to the efforts of the family 
giving them the pleasure and satisfaction. 

His early education was at Lyceum and then completed graduation 
Escola Medica e Cirurgica de Goa (Med.CIR. Physician- surgeon) and 
Regd,.DHS286, GMC-464 for authorized medical practice. Dr Olivio 
practiced clinical medicine in Village of Chinchinim for 56 years. He 
belonged to a generation of doctors called autodidatas (self taught) .He 
was a constant seeker of knowledge by attending refresher courses, 
seminars and reading of medical literature .He had extremely polished 
medical skills, high professional standard of ethics and 
professionalism, a selfless doctor for posterity to emulate 

Dr Olivio served as the faith anchor to many patients from Chinchinim 
and beyond its geographical borders .He filled a much needed void and 
with his youthful dynamism, pushed himself to the limits of service 
with a mission and turned his earthly sojourn into saga of service. His 
life was sown in toil, inspired faith and trust and thus earned the 
admiration, love, respect, of his grateful patients. He has most 
confidently and successfully assisted in hundreds of safe deliveries at 
residences without any mishaps by the grace of God .Hospital facilities 
were rare and less affordable then. He was particularly sought after for 
jaundice treatment being his specialty. He avoided short gun therapy, 
loading patients with harmful antibiotics, multiple drug combinations, 
His treatment was gradual and diagnoses dependable and accurate. He 
avoided recommending patients to any particular specialist, for second 
opinion, accepting his limitations, He was an emphatic listener to have 
privileged ringside view of human drama, and sufferings, fears etc that 
patients could bare their hearts out in confidence and be relieved both 
mentally and physically. .He indeed had a flourishing, successful 
medical practice, plunged to depths of human soul, as the true 
professional star and healer of humanity in rural settings with implicit 
faith in Divine 
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Dr Olivio was a fountain of compassion, considerate to impoverished, 
marginalized and economically handicapped.”He was a real gem of a 
person, soft spoken, reserved by nature, less assertive and a epitome of 
asset of manifestation of love to the helpless”. He sincerely identified 
with his patients without discriminations and treated them with 
dignity, sometimes dipping into his pocket to purchase medicines. His 
real greatness stands in the conduct and behavior of his life, good 
morality, sound catholic and ethical principles, simplicity, humility, and 
service being his hall marks. Dr Olivio was never inclined to business 
aspect or professional services in not running profitable clinic with his 
benevolence towards countless patients. His loving memories will be 
entombed in the hearts and minds of his grateful patients and friends, 
since he will be very much missed as well as remembered. 

His social commitment, dedication , humanitarian contributions and 
concerns need a worthy mention,. He examined free annually30 
students recommended by P.C.Trust. He granted reduction in 
professional fees to senior citizens holding seniority cards of Social 
welfare Dept Govt, Goa, at the request of the President CCC .He served 
as an emergency Doctor for years for the students of St Mary of the 
Angels Convent High School and waived off annual medical 
examination fees. When his personal health demanded rest and 
withdrawal he continued off and on to treat his patients. Dr Olivio never 
sought self pity or personal attention, but directed inquiries modestly 
towards welfare of others. An accident severely restricted his outreach 
to his patients .He finally hanged his stethoscope reluctantly and with a 
heavy heart, knowing of life and profession well lived and fully satisfied. 
His loyal patients are now orphaned with his demise, cannot but hide 
tears of grief and sadness 

Dr. Francisco Colaco is bosom friend in his emotional , touching, 
glowing funeral tributes and oratory quoted " 0 culto dos mortos e o 
culto dos vivos" porque os mortos tern uma existencia continua e 
possuem a capacidade de influenciar a sorte dos vivos .Continuing 
further he added "In this world nothing can be said to be certain, except 
death and taxes"Benjamin Franklin among others more beautiful , 
fitting but too long to detail., Dr. Colaco recalling his unassuming 
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qualities, praised his professional conduct and selfless service to 
humanity without profit motive and labeled him as "unique one in a 
million,Dr was nostalgic too about his personal relationship .words of 
advice and encouragement by doctor, comparing it with gold standard 

Dr Olivio is survived by his dear ,and loving wife Ivette, who was his life 
sheet anchor., He was contended and happy that his son Erlick, 
daughters Jocelyn and Natasha are academically qualified 
professionally well placed. Dr Olivio in particular was proud and 
ecstatic about achievements of his grand -daughter Ludiella 

. I will cherish his sincere appreciation and spontaneous 
acknowledgement of expression of my public views and patient 
friendly close relationship. Dr Olivio bore malice towards none and was 
abreast of current developments feeling dejected about new brand of 
patriotisms, levels of corruption but still nurtured a positive optimism 
of change.

Mr Sarto was the only son born 8-9-1936 to Mr Felix 
and Mrs. Lucia P Furtado, an aristocratic family in Palmar 
Grande, Chinchinim. 
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He had his Primary Education in the Village school, 
tutored by then renowned educators. A double graduate B.A, B. Com. 
from a College at Belgaum. 

His Nationalistic fervour made him to enrol as the silent, dynamic 
and fearless member of Azad Gomantak Dal, fighting for the liberation 
of Goa from the Portuguese yoke 

He started his professional career with a mining Company. In 1964, 
he was selected on merit and joined as an Officer in the Govt.of Goa, 
Excise Dept, as an Excise Inspector. Due to his hard work, sincerity, and 
honesty he rose to the rank of Asstt. Commissioner of Excise before 
retirement. He was held in high esteem by his Superiors for 
professional ethics, humility, honesty, discipline and values in 
discharge of his duties 

His passion for social work, commitment and devotion led to his 
active involvement in local, Church and other Village organisation .He 
served with distinction as the President of Confraria, Moderator of 
Parish Council of 0.

Fr Joao Patrocino Jose Agnelo Gomes De Melo Furtado was, popularly 
known as Fr Oscar De Melo Furtado,Born on 27-12-1940 at Pilerne, 
Bardez ,Goa to late Dr Alberto &Mrs Elvira Gomes .He breathed his last 
on 25-5-19767 in distant Manila, Philippines. Ordained priest on 30-4- 
1967 and his vocation was a pleasant but unexpected 
shockingsurprise to the family, He surely was inspired by uncles late Fr, 
Jose & Fr Oscar. His beloved sister late Dr.Celia/Tomash Aquino 
Pereira, brother Eng..Edgar& Mrs Savia /late Servolo Barros are closely 
knit family members. 

O.L.Hope Church in Chinchinim Village was the only Parish he was 
destined to play a significant role as assistant parish priest among the 
faithful in Archdiocese of Goa. He took charge on 30-5-1968 to a quiet 
but traditional, ceremonial ,warm welcome and served faithfully as a 
devout priest for 5 years .In his interactions he left happy , 
impressionable memories, a fitting tribute of love, revealing qualities 
of heart .head, untiring fruitful apostolate both inside and outside the 
church that endeared him to all .Fr Oscar as much sought after for his 
qualities of listening in counseling and guidance .leadership and 
organizational skills 

Aa a Chaplain at Fatima Chapel at Baida, he demonstrated in short lived 
exuberant life unfolding of his priestly ministry that is cherished to this 
day. Fr Oscar gave new orientation to celebrations of Eucharist , 
Marriages, Baptism, Communion , Catechism, Funeral and other 
traditional services s. 

He lay emphasis and encouraged girl education, hygiene and literacy, Fr 
Oscar opened medical dispensary and health care advice through the 
nuns, assisted by Legion of Mary group.Every household was provided 
with two coconut saplings to be nurtured in the Chapel property. Caju 
plantations were also undertaken on a large scale., He patiently 
succeeded convincingly in bringing back to fold a group of Catholics, 
who had embraced Hinduism ., Children were not baptized and even 
giving Hindu names. Daringly at midnights he silently observed their 
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pagan rituals. The Hindu names were retained with additional names 
even naming one as Oscar being the Godfather. His valiant and 
methodical attempts to transfer Fabrica property to the Chapel 
remained inconclusive due to resistance of P.P. Thus his energies were 
devoted with single mindedness towards uplifting neglected, 
marginalized,weaker section of the population under his Chaplaincy by 
focusing on motivation of youth involving them in games and other 
social cooperative activities. 

Fr Prisonio Dias a dynamic P.P realizing his potential of youthfulness, 
sincerity, spiritual bent appointed him as the Animator and entrusted 
him with newly formed YCSU on 18-8-1968 to direct and lead the 
college youth into fruitful pursuits Mr Bosco Cotta was the first 
President, followed by Max Loyola Furtado both of whom worked 
closely to achieve the goals to impart sense of purpose, initiative drive, 
develop talents and raise much need financial resources. The youth 
army was galvanized into a cohesive unit in conducting annual Village 
Kermes, with home made Goan delicacies,. A Souvenir was released in 
Novemeber 1968.,on the occasion of installing the bust of Dr Minguel 
Loyola Furtado and introducing youth to writing skills .During 
Chrismas carol singing spread the message of joy in all wards. A 3 
days well attended, close and residential retreat was organized at 
Benaulim to cater to the spiritual growth .The proceeds of a Dance with 
famous band EXPERIENCE in attendance were channelized to provide 
table tennis for the very first time at Chinchinim .Entertainment of the 
youth also found a place in his schemes of things, A library & reading 
room was established in the old post office, vacant premises of the C 
church after due repairs to foster reading habits and ensure a rallying 
point for youngsters to interact. Elocution and debates were also 
conducted. He promoted volley ball and football , table tennis 
tournaments, being himself a sport enthusiast. At private celebrations 
and gatherings no alcohol was ever served in his presence to respect 
his strong sentiments .He was a true fan and admirer of traditional 
Konkani Tiatr and often accompanied his close colleagues. 

Fr Oscar discovered his inner urge, calling and left for Poona and 
completed his M.A in Psychology with Honours .He happened to be the 
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last representative of Rachol Seminary Alumni to avail of direct 
enrolment to University post graduate Degree in 1973-74. His strong 
inclination and keen interest in Counseling led him to seek admission at 
La Salle University, Manila Philipines for Ph.D in Psychology, a chosen 
field of specialty that would stand in good stead in his future priestly 
ministry and completed first year with distinction. Philippines at that 
time was ravaged and assailed by deadly floods, He immersed totally 
with volunteers in rescue, rehabilitation and constructing drains, his 
passion , commitment ,and emotional involvement thus finding an 
opportunity for expression .It is believed that extreme exhaustion 
took a toll of his frailty and delicate constitution to sleep for ever with 
boots on., a short and purposeful life of 35 years in the footsteps of his 
mentor. 

His body was specially embalmed and kept in open casket for a month 
in the Church with 24 hours vigil with prayers and singing, The family 
desired to bring his remains back to Goa much against the wishes of his 
parishioners and friends at Philippines, Fr Oscar enjoyed special close 
and spiritual relation with the mother of first lady Mrs. Imelda Marcos, 
wife of President Ferdinand Marcos of Philippines,, which ensured 
transportation of the remains to Goa with all expenses paid for. It was 
only after 12 years that the remains were transferred to family 
mausoleum due to efficacy of embalming process. The Parishioners of 
Chinchinim paid their last tributes by engaging 4 buses and in many 
private cars., an indication, of strong bonds of affection years later 

Under the Chairmanship of late Dr Alvaro Loyola Furtado and Mr 
Nelson Lopes as the Committee member the Villagers of Chinchinim 
collected a sum of Rs 3600= from 21 wards of Chinchinim besides 
Dramapur, Sirlim ,Sarzora , market area, schools and individuals. 
Appeals were published in NT 3-7-1976, Uzvad 27-6-1976, V, Ixtt 10-7- 
76 giving wide publicity. The collection was substantial at that time. 
Thus the most prestigious and only award under" People of Chinchinim 
awards " since 1976 till 1981 was instituted.. The interest accrued 
awarded to the first student from among the High Shcools of 
Chinchinim Village at the SSCE public examination. Fr Oscar was an 
enthusiastic supporter of the above organization in awarding Rs 50= to 
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the first s student from each school of Chinchinim through annual 
raffle.Fr Oscar remains enshrined in the hearts and minds of grateful 
and indebted parishioners. And specially the youth.

REV. FR.PRESENTACAO DE MARIA BENTO 
PASCOAL FURTADO B.A.B.T. 

Born on 21-11- 1914 at Sarzora, Chinchinim to late 
Mr.Minguel Antonio Furtado and late Mrs. Maria 
ConceicaoDias.Hewas ordained priest on 16-4-1944 and 
passed away on 01-11-1980, Such was his popularity, it is 
said that the largely attended funeral procession took one and half hour 
to the Church .hardly 300 metres away from his residence .His brother 
priest late Rev.,Minguel Antonio Baranabe Furtado, born on 20-5-1908, 
ordained on 9-10-1935, passed away on 16-12 1985, remained his 
inspiration and spiritual guide. Other brothers ,Mr Pedro 
Rosario,Peregrino Jose Joaquim,, Sisters, Mrs Rosa Francisca. 

The Villagers of Chinchinim are proud and privileged to behold this 
PEARL among Chinchinim Villagers .He holds the record for being the 
only teacher from A.V,C. Chinchinim to be honoured and conferred the 
prestigious State and National Award for teacher(2-5-1979), by Govt, 
of India, Ministry of Education and Social welfare "in public recognition 
of his valuable service to the community, as the teacher of outstanding 
merit", Teacher in 1944, at Ornelas High School Poona.. Fr Presentacao 
served as the Vice Principal Colegio Liceu de Sao Jose (4-1-1954,) and 
then Headmaster at St, Joseph H. School. Arpora, Bardez.(l-6-1956- 
'62.).Director of Lar dos Estudantes & Catholic Institute of Education, 
Margao, presently named as Holy Spirit Institute .Appointed its Manger 
and Headmaster (1974-1979) .Member of D.B,Education (1962-1979) 
and Inspector of Schools of D,S.E in South, Goa. Member of Commission 
to study problems of Primary,/ Secondary Education, DSE and Parishes 
(31-3-1967) Member of Council of Priests .. Chaplain, Holy Rosary 
,Morod, Saligao 5 years &St. Alex Convent Calangute,(24-2-1958.) P.P 
of St Xavier's Church, Velim and served as the Manager of the School too 
and immediately succeeded in giving it an atmosphere of play garden 
that had evaded his past predecessors, His expertise, experience as the 
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honoured teacher gave him the edge of the depth of understanding the 
long standing needs 

The progress and development of H.S,I. Margao is attributed to his 
vision and dynamism. He was an able administrator, efficient and 
systematic planner. Even though it was centrally located in the heart of 
city, the elite, educated, and the, rich parishioners preferred well 
established schools in the vicinity, He was not discouraged, as he saw 
his mission in catering to drop outs, marginalized, migrants, socially 
and economically disadvantaged and those refused admissions. .The 
students were mostly first learners and their parents with least formal 
education. He therefore inspired the staff and motivated them to 
discharge their duties with compassion, devotion, dedication and love. 
In his conscious and determined efforts he propelled them vertically to 
find a meaningful place with future prospects in the society. Filling a 
void in admissions and plight of parents to primary and pre primary 
schools, he ventured to open such a facility, which was later 
discontinued. As the Director, Lar dos Estudantes., provided shelter to 
poor to study, waived off fees, even permitting to pay their dues on 
employment, His benevolence, charitable, kind hearted approach has 
left indelible, happy memories on his student beneficiaries. Besides 
many others without maintaining records of financial transactions. His 
responsiveness towards financial and emotional needs of 
downtrodden was his hallmark .Fr Presentacao started a vocational 
typing institute with a grant for 10 typewriters and later amalgamated 
it with the school, offering typing as the subject. Fr Presentacao was a 
multifaceted diamond football and sports enthusiast , a cultural 
ambassador, dynamic and visionary Educationits,, spiritual guide and 
dedicated priest , sociable, compassionate and charitable and 
passionate social worker. A little known fact, he is known to have 
scripted and directed Konkani Plays. 

Fr. was a leader among his priestly fraternity, who looked up to him with 
respect and was attracted to his jovial approachable nature, treating 
them as equals. The Ecclesiastical Superiors too held him in high 
esteem. He has served the faithfully parishes as the most loved, revered 
and respected Pastor, Memorable salutations " BAI-ANDO, BA-BANDO” 
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He was a very successful, popular, preacher of the word of God and 
heard with rapt attention bringing about a change in their belief, 
strengthening their faith and trust in God. He was indeed a very forceful 
and convincing preacher, who touched the hearts and minds of his 
listeners. Fr. remained a devout priest, dedicated devoted , 
permanently, married to Christ and his ministry. Appointed 1960 ,as 
supplementary Confessor, Mother House and Novitiate Sisters of Alex 
Calangute. Extra Ordinary Confessor ,Holy Cross Convent, Bastora and 
1962,Convent of St Pius X, Orlim„1968 Convent of St. Theresa, Vasco. 
His appointments were in recognition of his deep spiritual faith. 

Fr, Presentacao among others was instrumental in establishing a 
foothold by Franciscan Sisters of St Mary of Angels H School, starting 
an exclusive girls High school, who also promised to assist at the 
residence of Priest House at Chinchinim, as the part of the deal. Fr 
Presentacao hosted luncheon meet of priest that resolved the 
formation of the association of Chinchinim priest and the house. He was 
actively involveled in Sarzora Church, Cemetry, and school. He pleaded 
with the Bishop to recommend Holy See for financial assistance, which 
was accepted, As the Executive Committee Member and even 
otherwise was actively involved in the construction with substantial 
personal contribution in comparison then of Rs3635= and further 
raising donations from friends to the extent of Rs 8795,07. 

I value his advice in my reluctance and in guiding me to accept my first 
appointment as the Headmaster, He seemed to have had more 
confidence, trust and my welfare than I had perhaps at that time . I 
remain indebted to him for helping me to decide . Rev Fr, Presentacao 
will always be treasured in the hearts and minds of people, serving as an 
permanent monument.

REV. CANON JOSE ROBERTO VAZ UP TO DATE AND 
FINAL “DEVOTED FOLLOWER OF CHRIST , COMMITTED 
TO ENHANCE SPIRITUAL GROWTH" 
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HE WORKED FOR A CAUSE NOT FOR APPLAUSE 

He was born at Magilvado Raia on 15-9-1919 to Mr. Guilerme 
Lourenco Francisco Xavier Vaz and Mrs.Maria Prudencia Ermina 
Artimisia Faleiro. He was the youngest amongst siblings Laura, Elsa, 
Antonio Sebastiao, Victor , Fr Jose, Francis, all of whom predeceased 
him. Antonio , married is survived by his children. Being the eldest 
shouldered the responsibility of the family. He lost his Dad on 31-01- 
1920 at 4 months and mother at the age of 7 years. The early loss of 
affection, love and care of his mother pained him. He grew up under the 
loving care of his sister to whom he was deeply indebted.. 

His birthday always remained a quiet, and a personal affair away 
from glare of publicity. The school observed it in absentia much against 
his wish, to inculcate respect due to the head of the school. 

Ordained priest on 26 -10-1944. Appointed in 1969 as P.P St Anne's 
Church Parra. Served at Mae de Deus Church, Saligao besides also being 
P.P- Our Lady of Rosary Church, Navelim. (1974 -1991 ) and was 
relieved on request. Bestowed the Honorific title of Canon of Cathedral 
Chapter in 1992, in recognition of his outstanding contribution to the 
Diocese of Goa, He stamped his distinctive signature as the Spiritual 
Director at Minor Seminary at Saligao,and Rachol .leaving lasting 
impact in the formation of young seminarians. He was a value based 
play write leaving five manuscripts and having enacted 2 plays. 

He played a stellar role as the founder visionary in establishing a 
foot hold of Educational hub of DSE in South Goa, starting Higher 
Secondary section in 1988. Under financial strain, raised financial 
resources towards urgently needed first new block of accommodation 
for the Higher Secondary. He obtained permission for the Rosary 
College of Arts and Commerce and laid the foundation stone on 15-8- 
1991. The hall on the second floor of main building was converted into 
much needed additional class rooms . He then built the annex for the 
Primary section with the Hall. The second tower of Navelim Church 
was his effort adding to the aesthetics of the monument. He is credited 
with documenting meticulously the scattered properties of the Church 
and even resorted to legal resource to secure possession and augment 
finances. As then HM. School was eligible for grant 1.60 lakhs and 
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which was enhanced from 40 K to 1.10 lakhs that served as financial 
strength to further his activities. The bursting Educational Complex at 
Navelim is a monumental tribute in stone to his indelible memory in 
the history of Navelim Parish. .Rosary High school still qualifies, as the 
largest school of DSE with 26 Divisions, around 2000 students and staff 
compliment of 60. His admission policy was neither selective nor 
restrictive, but emphasized mass education to socially, financially 
deprived students, unfazed by pride about the crown of SSC results, as 
the only symbol of excellence. 

Regular at staff meetings and all school functions, staff celebrations. 
Conveyed briefly and with clarity of purpose and convictions. Displayed 
personal and keen interests in all aspects of school administration, 
sports, religious traditions, culture and even maintained himself 
income, expenditure . He embossed his identity on Educational, social 
and spiritual dimensions of School and Parish. How true that "Mystery 
of life is measured by the quality of impressions one leaves, not by the 
length of living" further "The success of the play depends on how well 
the character has played not how long the character is seen on the 
stage'" Shakespear quotes are aptly applicable to him. 

The attributes of a disciplinarian, being courageous and fearless, 
guided by principles of convictions, values, simplicity, honesty, 
transparency, were the enviable traits, interwoven with his strong 
personality and character. He was very much accessible and helpful to 
the Parishioners. He was averse to publicity and self glorification, as he 
worked for a cause, not applause. Always attired in cassock, sported a 
trade mark beard, tall and thin in stature, walked with swift, long, 
rapid strides .cycling around for pastoral duties. He courted 
controversies at times due to his convictions of morality, decency, 
punctuality, dress code, hairstyles, School Dance, enforcing uniformly 
and strictly his regulations . Behind his apparent hard shell, lay a soft 
core of compassion, magnanimity, consideration, appreciation, 
encouragement and forgiveness. A non smoker, his hobby of collecting 
cigarette lighters and pens were widely known and supported. Their 
newly financed residential house at Raia on Church property reverted 
to the Church after their demise honouring the agreement. He willed 
his last rites be simple and his assets shall be distributed in charity. He 
also made a substantial financial grant at Navelim, post his retirement. 
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He passed away peacefully on 18 March 2002 at 82 years/6months 
and was interred at Raia amidst galaxy of priests, a sea of humanity, of 
grateful supporters, friends and admirers, paying their last farewell. 

This symbolic honour, memorial award by the past staff members, 
friends and admirers of Rosary High School), is "a gift wrapped with 
appreciation, affection but remained to be delivered". It is true that 
dead people receive more flowers than living ones, because regret is 
stronger than gratitude..Life of the dead is entombed in the memory of 
the living. His memories are precious treasures of our hearts and 
minds and as it is so aptly said " tears are words of wisdom and 
experience that heart can't speak"

Canon Jose Santana Antimo Gomes, is affectionately known 
as Fr. Antimo Gomes .He was born on 5-3-1940 at Panzorcon, 

Cuncolim, to late Mr.Minguel SantanaGomes and late Mrs 
Maria Crizolinda Gomes. Fr Antimo was the second of 3 boys 
and 4 girls in the family of 7 sibling's .He was ordained priest on 
10/5/1940. He graduated from Lingaraj College, Belgaum,Karnataka. 
He did B.Ed. training at Nirmala Institute, Panjim and M.A. at Goa 
University. He breathed his last on 12 February 2013 and was interned 
in his native village on 14/2/2013. The large gathering of priests and 
religious, galaxy of mourners, friends, ever witnessed in recent times 
was a testimony of love and respect he attracted. Archbishop Rev Dr 
Filipe Neri Ferrao expressed his appreciation for the contribution to 
the the Church and Education DSE Secretary, Fr Zeferino D Souza 
recounted his work both as the Secretary and President of DSE. The 
Goa Legisaltive Assembly passed a condolatory motion moved by Glen 
Ticlo, BJP MLA and a minute of silence was observed. MLA's paid 
glowing tributes to his genius. Dalgado Konkani Academy also held a 
condolence meeting expressing their gratitude for his past services 
Canon Antimo Gomes left an indelible mark of identity, embossed as 
an Administrator, a colossus in the field of Education, organiser, 
planner, and a writer and above all lived a life of simplicity in the 
footsteps of His Lord, devoted to the service of humanity. He was always 
obedient to the will of his superiors without reservations and conflicts 
of personal interests. He climbed the ladder of success in the 
Archdiocese of Goa and outside by his merit and hard work. Archbishop 
Emeritus, Dr Raul Gonsalves deserves the singular credit for 
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identifying his talents and reposing faith and confidence in his abilities. 
Canon Antimo amply lived up to the standards expected of him and fully 
justified the implicit trust reposed in him. Canon Antimo was a multi¬ 
faceted personality with broad vision, dynamism, and is a paragon of 
discipline. His humility and unassuming character was his hall mark. He 
adhered to principles and values and hence his objectivity and fairness 
was never under any doubt . His scholarly attitude of research and 
writing came naturally to him .Canon Antimo was at the forefront of 
Konkani movemet and a ardent asupporter of.Konkani in Roman 
script. He carved a distinct niche for himself in football, the sport of his 
passion. As the founder member of DSE ,he turned it into a cohesive, 
enviable Educational Society of repute to be reckoned with. With 
dogged determination, conviction, tact and patience he overcame the 
teething problems of appointments .transfers, service conditions 
.school inspections and audit, common examinations, appointment of 
priests to teaching posts, succession at DSE and raising of funds. I have 
the greatest admiration for his unfailing rectitude, sincerity, openness 
with all his accounts. Fostering of unity among the staff of DSE schools 
always remained his prime concern. During his tenure as the DSE 
Secretary and Principal, his commitment and dedication to religious 
activities were never lost sight off. He hardly ever enjoyed the official 
leave, as there was always work to do. He succeeded the founder 
Principal of St Xavier's College, Mapusa .Any possible linesof 
comparison were blurred, as he stood tall by his own standards and in 
his indomitable style. He revitalised the set up giving it a new 
orientation and took the edifice to the next level of academic excellence 
in Education, with enriched new programmes, facilities, enhancing 
grants , including co-curricular and sports activities , besides 
thoughtfully improving the physical environment, installing the 
majestic statue of St Francis Xavier, patron of the college, visible from a 
distance. Canon Antimo's contribution to the Immaculate. 

Conception Church in Panjim both spiritually and physically are a mute 
testimony to his genius in his capacity as the Parochial administrator 
and then as its Parish priest As the Canon, his dream was to unite all the 
existing Canons, as a community, living comfortably with dignity under 
one roof, providing basic amenities for their comfort, and coalescing 
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the properties in his capcity as a designated attorney. He himself 
endured all inconveniences, discomfort to make it habitable. He wished 
to restore this body to its past glory, with relevance and significance 
attached to its origin .Building of pilgrim centre at old Goa, a much 
needed facility, and plunging into writing remained his unfulfilled 
goals

Fr Antimo Gomes- a haunting memory 

He has left his indelible mark of identity embossed, as a 
multifaceted personality with vision, dynamism and 
foresight ,as an astute administrator, Educationist, 
organiser, planner, writer, lawyer et al. and above all as the devoted 
priest true his primary calling, always obedient to his Superiors, He 
had no professional or specialised training but on field self-training 
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and yet he distinguished himself most honourably. His humility and 
unassuming character is the hallmark of his personality. 

Before completion of B.Ed Course, he was very casually, on an outing, 
but very forcefully requested by the then Archbishop to don the mantle 
of Secretary of DSE, promising to depute him for higher studies and 
reimburse his expenses. In spite of his personal financial limitations 
but in respectful obedience, he accepted his wish. DSE then was a mere 
existence with a table and unorganised office without any funds , 
without any control, authority on functioning of Educational 
Institutions of the Church and Archdiocese. Single handed and with 
dogged determination, he turned DSE into what it is today, a cohesive, 
enviable Educational Society of repute and pride to be reckoned with 
.Transfer of headmasters, appointments and transfer of teachers, staff, 
audit and school inspectors, common examinations, fostering of unity 
among member schools, raising of funds for the DSE were some of the 
bold and daring initiatives credited to him, surmounting all obstacles 
.Priest appointed to teaching posts had to accept a defined allowance 
and forgo the salary to the Diocese and he himself served as an 
example ,as the Principal of St Xaviers College. This concept brought in 
much ill will towards him. He foresaw succession problems of DSE, 
realising that he was not indispensable and hence addressed them 
practically during his tenure to assure of smooth continuity .He can be 
thus be legitimately proud of his enviable record in the position of 
Secretary of DSE. Much against his will and desire, he once again and in 
true obedience to his Superiors, humbly accepted the position of the 
President of DSE. I have known many a Principals, profusely admiring 
his administration, fairness and objectivity, Friendship never came to 
be sacrificed for Principles ever in his dealings with the interest of the 
society and friendship His monumental contributions to DSE cannot be 
easily and never wished away. The credit goes to the Archbishop for 
identifying him and believing in his abilities 

During the fierce agitation at Cuncolim Church, he was much maligned 
for his imagined role and nicknamed as Black Pope .The Archbishop 
transferred him to far away Mardol Parish, as the Parish priest, when 
he was simultaneously enrolled for M.A course, He expressed no 
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preference or difficulty nor suggested alternative to facilitate his 
studies and distances or responsibilities involved as the Parish Priest 

He succeeded the founder, Principal of St Xaviers College, a colossal in 
the field of Education, and much respected personality He in his own 
inimitable style took over the reins of this prestigious and only college 
and without needed experience. He never disappointed his Superiors, 
who reposed implicit faith in him. He brought about educational and 
dramatic, physical changes in the environment, which stand as a mute 
testimony to his genius. At the same time he was able to tackle long 
standing, legal property disputes around the college. It is the accident at 
Mapusa that was the undoing of his yet to be unfolding visions 

After his superannuation, he took the responsibility of the Church of 
Immaculate Conception, Panjim. His short tenure saw a many a changes 
in all aspects of the church . At the time he took over as the head of the 
Church, there was a serious ecclesiastical problem pending with the 
Pope, which neither dampened his spirits or enthusiasm to deliver 

Then he was conferred the honorific title as the Cannon and stayed at 
old Goa. I wrote about it in consultation with him for the knowledge of 
many an ignorant, lay catholic about their duties, relevance, work and 
significance. He was used to a simple but comfortable life all long and 
was fully supported by his immediate family. When I saw his residence 
at Old Goa, without minimum basic facilities for meals, tears rolled 
down my eyes. He was lately involved in giving it a shape and planned to 
make it a vibrant body, restoring it to its past glory , relevance and 
significance, as he confided in me personally 

I also admired his strict position regarding accounts I have not come 
across any one with utmost sincerity and rectitude; He would account 
every resource, however insignificant. I dare any one touch him on this 
account. He satisfied, even at short notice his Superiors with all details 
of financial transactions. I have associated with him very closely and 
spent quality moments at Bishop Palace also with the work of DSE, at 
Mardol, Mapusa College, Panjim Church and now at Old Goa .What I 
cherish most is his devotion to life as a priest, whether at the Palace, St 
Xavirers College, he was totally immersed with work as a priest, and 
rarely spent holidays at home with his family, I remember once we said 
the rosary past 12 o clock at night. 
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We were associated very closely as B.Ed colleagues, since 1969 and 
even enrolled for M.Ed. just to continue our friendship. The personal 
relationship continued unabated ever since The last I met him was on 
8/02/0213, when he was temporarily ill, but not serious enough. He 
expressed plans on writing, looking after the properties of Canons and 
consolidating them, bringing Canons under one roof and making 
arrangements for their comfortable stay together with internet facility, 
exploring the possibility of a pilgrim shelter at old Goa, after the 
completion of the retreat centre. He was planning an immediate get 
together of B.Ed colleagues. I was numbed by the shocking news this 
morning, about the sudden demise on the early morning of 12/02, as he 
was being moved for medical help. The end came peacefully as a 
blessing without being a burden to anyone. I never for once imagined 
that the end was so near and that it would be my last, long meeting. He 
was great source, strength and inspiration of humility, rectitude and 
honesty and a model of true follower of Christ. I miss a dear friend and a 
colleague for all times to come

FR KILIAN JESUS LOPES 
Pioneer, founder M.S. Trust 

Born in Goa on 8 th , July 1937 to late Mr. Fulgencio Prazeres 
Lopes and late Mrs. Maximiana Lopes, Dandeavado, 
Chinchinim, Goa. He had brilliant academic career and studied at St 
Paul's, Belgaum. His parents encouraged and wholeheartedly 
supported him in his choice of late vocation after performing well at 
Intermediate Science. Completed the course of Philosophy and 
Theology at St Pius X College, Goregaum, Mumbai .He was ordained 
priest on21-12-1965 and was gifted with a silver Chalice by his parents. 
Silver jubilee Eucharistic celebration was held at Chinchinim. As a 
young priest, he exhibited commitment, passion, zeal and enthusiasm 
for missionary work,. Hence from 1969-1968 served in at Dediapada, 
1968-1975 at Valsad, 1975-1978 at Ajmeer, 1978-1982,Rector of Good 
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Shepherd Seminary, Baroda and from 2000-2015, at Amodar, all under 
Baroda Diocese .He served as spiritual Director of Sisters at Ajmeer .He 
has also established a new congregation/order of nuns and was very 
much concerned , but had earmarked privately acquired land 
resources, in Baroda for their growth and security 

He single handed, with devotion, selflessness, determination and faith 
in God, established MATRUCHAYA SEVA TRUST,(MST) as the founder 
and Managing Trustee for life,with Reg. No., E/7752, on 18-01-2014, 
after dissolving the earlier Trust. In fact he had expressed ardent wish 
to form yet a new Trust soon after his recovery from heart surgery. The 
other present Trustees are Fr.Lawrence Louis Rodrigues, & Mr. George 
Derel Das. He set up a sprawling complex DIVIYA MATA DHAM (DMD) 
spread over 40 acres, presently worth Rs 40Crores plus with buildings, 
infrastructure in the first phase and with a vast orchard of fruit bearing 
trees for generating income. Besides the Trust earns income from 
rented Tractor, Thrasher, Trolley Rickshaw He frequented daily to 
supervise the present DMD for 18 years from temporary stay at Rosary 
Church, Baroda. It was a very painful effort due hip problems enduring 
excruciating pains but was relieved lately, with both the hip 
replacements 

The secular, nonprofit, charitable Trust has spelt out in great details its 
1-Vision,2-Core values,3-Goals 4-and Strategies. Its ambitious plan is to 
provide an Anath Ashram. Medical Centre, School for HIV/AIDS 
orphans. Because such individuals are denied basic and bare human 
rights, ostracized, ignored, suffer physically, psychologically and die 
inhuman death due to isolation and neglect. The preamble of the MST 
assures that under the Shadow of Mother, care, love and support, 
abandoned, orphans will find hope to have both a fruitful life and bright 
future with a shelter, love to transform and empower. 

The Diviya Mata Dham (DMD) has come into existence with a 
monumental, single minded devotion, dedication, determination, often 
painful selfless personal sacrifices. He had no personal acquisitions and 
donations, gifts accrued to the Trust fund. His life, dress, living is far 
removed from his original family comforts of high living standards The 
edifice DM D is a true and fitting monument to his lasting memory and a 
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gift to the Diocese for the posterity and humanity. It is an indication and 
assurance that good can come through a single, committed individual. 

Presently it is a centre for meditation, prayers and introspection, formal 
retreats for religious and others. Fr Kilian conducted retreats for 
various religious groups on request at site. It is hoped that his dreams 
for the fulfillment of the aims and objectives of the MST will be kept 
alive and given shape by the Trustees in times to come with more 
human and material resources committed to the worthy cause to 
perpetuate his memory and cause dear to his heart 

Fr. Kilian underwent recent heart surgery at Mumbai, under medical 
advice and with great faith, hope and expectations and was well on his 
way to recovery after fifteen days, when suddenly he was afflicted with 
uncontrollable infection. He breathed his last peacefully and calmly on 

29- 3-2015,at 3 a.m.,on Palm Sunday at Mumbai. After the largely 
attended Eucharistic Celebration at Rosary Cathedral, Vadodora, on 30- 
3-2015 at 10.30 a,m by Bishops of Ahemedabad, Gandhinagar 
Baroda.Ex Bishop of Ajmeer his mortal remains were laid to rest, as per 
his wishes on the premises ofDiviya Mata Dham,Amodar, Gujerat. 

Fr. Kilian enjoyed special preference and privilege that he would be 
specially flown for celebrating all the important occasions of cousins, 
nephews, relatives in Goa and hence his absence, spiritual wisdom, 
experience and graceful charm will be missed forever. He blessed, 
prayed and healed the ever waiting and eager faithful flock of neighbors 
at his residence with his blessed hands. Fr Kilian is survived by his 
siblings Mrs Maggie Lopes Pereira, Mrs Valencia Lopes DSouza after the 
demise of Dr Wilfred Lopes & Mr. Maclean Lopes.

He was born to Felipe Xavier Mascarenhas and Ana (Aninha) Eufregina 
Lobo at Saligao, Bardez on 8-9-1940,at Parel, Bombay He lost his dad 
when he was one year old. The other late siblings are 
Paul,Cajetan,Michael, and Alex.He, was the youngest of 5 brothers and 
breathed his last on the early morning, 9 a.m, Sunday, 7, 2018 at Holy 
Spirit Church, Margao . He studied at Saligao at Union and Mater Dei 
Institute(1957), then at minor seminary and Rachol(1957-1963). He 
was bed ridden for a month and a diabetic of late. His health in the past 
was indifferent, suffering heart attack and bypass surgery in 2003. He 
was well cared for and treated with multiple medications. Last met him 
on 29-12-2017 and never imagined thatthe end was so near. I observed 
some loss of memory and lamenting about the misplaced key to his 
room, where he was shifted for his convenience. He requested for 
grooming of hair and to wear spectacles for a last photo., He advised me 
to write 4 lines every day, whatever that meant. I first met him at 
Sucaldem Chapel and he gave the impression as a sincere, honest, 
committed follower of Christ devoted towards spiritual strengthening 
of his flock .Unassuming, humble, practical, voracious reader with eye 
for details He excelled as singer and composer and his choir members at 
Vasco, Panjim speak in glowing terms, He played guitar, piano too. 


He was ordained priest on 26-4-1970 at St Andrews Vasco and first 
mass at Saligao 7-5-1970..He served the parishes of Panjim(1971- 
1976) Spiritual advisor F.S.C Goa Archdiocese. (1975). Gurim (1976- 
77), Sucaldem (1977-'81), Porvorim (1986),P.P Veroda (1986-88), On 
staff Loutolim (88-90) P.P.St.XaviersMarmagoa (90-91), P.P O.L Penha 
Franca,(1991-97), on Staff Moira (1997-98) Vicar O.L Snows Rachol 
(1998-98), Librarian, visiting Prof, Arts,Architecture Rachol, on staff 
Mapusa (1999-2000) on staff Vasco(2000), St Francis Xavier Convent St 
Estevam (2008) on staff at H.S.Church since 2009 till death. 


The streak and trait in him as a Researcher, writer, historian surfaced 
much later. His first in stint was history of St Anne's Church, which was 
the spark for his latent talents. He has authored 10 books. He was self 
financed and by well wishers being under financial strain and not

Marmagoa 2010, 7- Land of Sal trees 2012, 8- Cabo Verde Herald's of 
Goodnews,2012 ;9FamadeMenino Jesus Colva II,/ , Priest of Salcette 
and Mormugao were under preparation. It will be in the fitness of 
things, if his labour of love, dedication is completed and printed 
posthumously. He was a frequent contributor to Gulab, Renovacao, 
Goencho Avaz'. He has documented rich heritage, Goan culture, 
folklore, and traditions. He was the first to reveal the enchanting marvel 
of equinox March 21, also Sept. 23for 3/4 minutes at around 6.15 p.m. 
at Holy Spirit Church, whereby the Sun's rays from 3 windows 
illuminated right and left side altars Jesus and Mary, and emblem of 
Holy spirit in centre in Church. It is believed that the Church was 
designed on astronomical calculations to determine equinox. Ever 
since Parishioners and others visit to observe and admire this celestial 
and a rare natural phenomenon

for his work on history, legend and traditions- Saligao Village "Land of 
Sal trees". True Value Foundation has honoured him as" Outstanding 
Goan” for services to the society in history and literature. CM, Digambar 
Kamat offered plaque, memento and shawl on 10-12-2011, for the 
dissemination of his works he contributed to Saligao net and later 
opened a blog”saligaoseranade .com ".

My sister was four years younger to me and a good companion till 
youngest sister, a new addition after, a gap of nine years. I do not recall 
any childish fights but then I was in the boarding schools and college 
outside Goa. We had a difficult but comfortable life by old standards. 
She gave up her studies, unable to cope along with three of her 
colleagues. At the age of nineteen, we accepted a proposal for her 
marriage with firm conditions that she stays with us, until she has a 
home of her own. I was entering into service and my dad was to retire 
next year. Three children were born to her and had guidance and 
support from us. She moved out after 10 years with the dream of 
entering her own independent home. That moment was very sad for me 
seeing the little ones move out and the attachment I had for my sister. 

She had a very happy marriage with a caring husband. Her standard 
of living and life changed for better. I always had a soft corner for her 
and would readily forgive and forget the little misunderstandings of 
casual nature., She had the satisfaction of seeing her children graduate 
and settle in life. She gave her time and efforts to her grandchildren, 
who were fond of her. When they left her for Education, she was 
heartbroken missing her closeness to them. Her elder son gave her a 
holiday outside Goa for the first time. She had apprehensions of air 
travel alone for the first time ever. It was her well deserved only holiday 
abroad and we mentally prepared her for the comfortable journey, 
allaying any fears. She had pleasant memories captured on CD and she 
loved the wonderful experience and often liked to talk about it. 

Soon thereafter she fell ill. Immediate medical treatment saw her 
back on feet going about her daily routine. Her husband was a great 
support, comfort, took maximum care and provided her with the best 
he could till the very end. The sudden and unexpected demise of her 
second son shattered her completely, wracked her immune system, 
multiplying her woes. She lost desire and jest to live and mourned for 
him dearly, as he was always very close and near to her. The married

He was born on 21 st July 1961, one of the twin brothers to late Mr. Fabio 
and Ms. Albetina Lopes. Cypriano was always acknowledged as the 
beacon of light, guide...leader and adviser to the family, who were proud 
of him specially his late father. He was an abstemious person for he 
stayed away from drinks, smoke and alcohol, even at all his 
functions/celebrations. Cypriano was steeped in religious faith, 
traditions and practices. He endured patiently with hope and smiles his 
illness with surgery and chemotherapy, unconditionally accepting the 
will of God.

He thus 
enjoyed trust, appreciation and support of his superiors/colleagues, 
who looked up to him with trust, respect and admiration. 

He is aptly described as “Noted Konkani Activist". "Konkani Mai loses a 
true patriot". "Silent Warrior of the Roman Script". "Illustrious crusader 
and patriot" Cypriano "a staunch supporter" was in fore front in the 
movements to spread Konkani literature recognize Konkani and 
worked tirelessly to reach out to Romi Konkani populace far and wide.

In the year 1933 he established the" Instituto de Santo Antonio" at 
first in a rented premise at Permeiro Palvem and then at his residence.

Club Recreativo Cultural de Chinchinim (CRCC) is credited for being the 
cradle and nursery for footballers of Chinchinim and for contributing 
renowned players to the Soccer map of Goa and India. The aim of this 
award is to recognise and encourage excellence in soccer at the village 
level through the schools of Chinchinim. The foundation of this award 
by En. Filipe, on the celebration of 60 years of the foundation of CRCC is 
to promote the cause of soccer and players in the village. 

Eng. Filipe Nery Rodrigues has been the President of CRCC, for 3 
consecutive terms since 2004,, besides initially donning the mantle, as 
its Chairman of the Executive Committee. The topography of the 
premises to day, bears no resemblance to its original water logged, 
paddy field. Owning the club house was a dream fulfilled. Development 
of the ground began on 19 Oct. 2000. Presently, there is a gymnasium, 
skating ring, musical instruments, and a joggers path is added, 
beautified by lightening, a water fountain and bounded by a fence. 
Founded in 1951 to fulfill the conditions and terms by Communidade. 
Due to his painstaking documentation, the ownership title and absolute 
possession of all 4 lotes, as a gift was established beyond any doubt with 
necessary corrections in the documents.

Mr. Joquim D' Cruz is popularly known as J. D'Cruz. He 
was born at Bombay on 23-8-1929 to late Mr.Nemesio & 

Mrs.Marieta D'Cruz, originally from Sangolda, but later 
settled at Moira. The family members consist of late Ms. 

Miriam (Sister with Holy Cross Order), Ms Philomena 
(music teacher with Kala academy), Fr John a Jesuit, and nephew Mr. 
Rishad D'Cruz entrusted to carry on the family lineage. Their ancestral 
identity is lost at Moira being under development project 

He completed his early education till 4 Std in Calcutta and further 
education at Belgaum. B.Sc. Chem /Phys, B.Ed., Science &Maths, M.A in 
Sociology external 1976; &M.Ed. 
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He taught Science at Loyola H S Margao for 2 years since 1952. 
Appointed in 1954 as the Science teacher at Guardian Angel H School 
Sanvordem by late Fr Gervasio Pinto also hailing from Moira , and 
continued till his retirement in 1989 . He taught General Science, 
Physic/ Chemistry, and Maths after Mr. Laad, English (self taught) after 
Prof. C.A,Gomes in Std VIII, IX ,X including History and Arithmetic. He 
served as the Asst. H.M and Headmaster inl972. He was permitted by 
Ed. Dept to instruct in English for 2 years at Higher Secondary School 
level. Fr Marden Pereira introduced him as the Supervisor at Dabali ( 
Harayana), Punjab, Shirsa, Hissar under Pillar fathers and taught 
History and English till 2007. His expertise was also availed of at Dabal, 
Collem, Rivona, Verna schools in Goa run by Pillar Society. Between 
2010-2015 he guided at Verna H S and stayed there., His valuable 
experiences were thus channelized profitably by Pillar Society 
institutions. 

Sir D' Cruz authored books in Physics/Chemistry 1965, General 
Science in 1957 encouraged by Fr Pinto and promoted by Pillar fathers, 
These text books were in great demand then in most of the schools in 
Goa. Under the direction of Poona Board with the co operation of 
Lecturer, Fergusson College published text book in Physics for Std VIII. 
Also authored text books of Geography for Std IX, Std X covering ISSCE 
syllabus .He served as an external examiner for Poona Board and later 
as an examiner, moderator, paper setter with Goa Board. , He has 
developed expertise by self education and interest in various subjects 
especially In English without basic qualifications, an indication of a 
quality of a continuous learner. 

Sir D'Cruz received well deserved recognition of National Award 
for Teachers, in 1984. His applications forwarded regularly were not 
Considered and in the year of the award was encouraged by 
Educational authorities to apply.. The financial consideration was 
donated to Pillar society., He did not avail the benefit of extension of one 
year in service after the age of retirement, though he was perfectly fit 
and healthy. 

Fr Pinto encouraged his talents by providing him opportunities for 
his growth as an administrator, planner and was a great asset to the 
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institute.. He handled multiple roles willingly without dissent, when 
the call of duty demanded.. He enjoyed his full confidence and 
patronage. He stayed in the boarding hardly venturing out , for he 
earned the respect and love from the extended family of Pillar fathers. 
Intimately connected with Fr. Pinto and his demise upset him 
considerably. It is only before retirement that he went on well deserved 
tours to Andamans, Punjab, Harayana etc on the invitation by Pillar 
fathers. He is blessed with good health and hence did not use most of 
his leave entitlement.. 

He was loved, admired, and respected by students, boarders 
.colleagues,. Students spontaneously celebrated his birthday with great 
fanfare. Fr. Pinto, Fr Philomeno encouraged these adulations and saw 
the celebrations as the gratitude for his dedicated selfless services. In 
2007 for 2 years he was on rest due to cataract operation . His 
discipline, pious life, commitment earned him respect and acceptance. 
At this age, he fortunately enjoys photographic memory of dates and 
past events and isfully alert and relatively in good health with no 
known physical complications of advancing age as would be expected 

The performance in Phys Chem was between 50 to 90+ marks and 
with no failures ever, Individual Science practical examination, 
science journals, demonstrations were part of Science learning, when it 
was not compulsory, The science laboratory received meaningful 
attention and development by Fr Pinto due to his interest. The science 
class would be introduced by illustrating a proverb and all students 
maintained a book with new proverb daily. Punishment, anger was not 
part of his dictionary and stern silence conveyed effectively the 
message of disapproval 

He has lived a life of committed, devoted teacher and a writer of 
repute, He has developed expertise by self education, interest in varied 
subjects. He has most justifiably served a host of students as an 
inspiration, model, to be imbibed with all humility His students hold 
him in great reverence, admiration ,love and respect. It is true that he 
had the inclination to enter religious life, but God's willed it otherwise" 
WHO WILL CRY FOR ME WHEN I AM GONE " It does not really matter 
then, Pillar Society is his second family with legions of students 
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spread all over. He always showed compassion, respect, love 
understanding, empathy, and students in turn always have special 
regards for him. 

Their hearts and minds are permanent monuments where his 
memories will be enshrined, He is therefore never alone, lonely and 
orphaned. Past students a friend have instituded a Science award in his 
honour at GAHS in 2017 for S.S.C students.

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SR ETIENNE, A DIAMOND 
AMONGST THE PEARLS OF CHINCHINIM VILLAGE 

Sr. Etienne is a pioneer, architect, builder, founder of St. Mary of the 
Angels Convent High School, and Assumpta Convent High School , 
Sarzora, Chinchinim. Her achievements, sacrifices are interwoven with 
the growth and development of these excellent institutions 

Sr Etienne Carvalho, maiden name Ms Victoria Britto Carvalho was 
born on 7-0ctober 1930, at Panjim to Mr Menino Santano & Mrs 
Boavinda Barreto .A family of 3 brothers and 5 sister, to day only she and 
her sister are surviving. She studied permeiro and segundo grau in 
Portuguese, then had her English education at Popular H. School 
Margao .She joined FSMand was ordaine at Mhow, M.P. headquarters in 
India. The Congregation of Franciscan Sisters, St Mary of the Angels is 
based in France. She completed her graduation, B.A., at Ajmer, Govt. 
College, Rajashsthan after 3/4 years on entering the convent and 
further earned professional B.Ed. qualification from Bombay at 
Nirmala Institute .Her first posting was at Udaipur at St Mary's School 
Convent for about 7 years. 

She has been acknowledged as a mother figure, loved, respected 
both by students, parents and teachers alike. Her compassion towards 
downtrodden children, employees, treating them as a family is a 
mission of paramount significance. She honestly believed in the worth 
and sincerity of her staff, unitedly contributing towards the goals. 
Coupled with kindness and firmness led to her administrative 
efficiency. Never known to have admonished anyone in public and her 
sincere concerns extended even to the immediate family of her 
employees., Her unassuming attitude and humility, unimposing nature 
won her a permanent place in the hearts and minds of all those whom 
she touched. She emphasized equally, religious/moral, cultural and 
physical activities in school and in particular envisioned the role of 
enriched library, well equipped laboratory in self and practical 
learning. 

Both these excellent, admired and most sought after Educational 
Schools at Chinchinim and Sarzora have contributed immensely to the 
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educational and professional advancement of Chinchinim Girls. 
These living monuments are a silent sentinels of tribute to her 
achievements and accomplishments ,which make us the Villagers of 
Chinchinim proud. Sr.Etienne, remains a humble, simple, unassuming 
personality and does not mirror her steely determination, courage, 
dedication .Her single minded devotion was in fulfillment of purpose 
under most trying conditions and never for once sought any personal 
glorification, appreciations and recognitions even discretely. 

Fr. Valeriano Godinho first invited the sisters to Assolna, which they 
politely declined. Fr. Filipe Mendonca, Prinicpal at Arpora ,then 
introduced the Congregation to the Priest Association, of Chinchinim 
,who in turn offered help to start their intended work at Chinchinim. 
The delegation to Mhow was led by Fr. Presentacao Furtado, Fr. 
Crisologo De Mello, Fr. Lusitacao Furtado and Fr. Antimo Gomes. Their 
main proposals were to look after the Chinchinim Priests and exclusive 
girl education were agreed to. The admission of boys was limited to up 
to std IV, reduced to Std II and now restricted to KG., The team of 3 
sisters Sr, Etienne,Sr. Dolores, and Sr.Gertrudes arrived on 14-5-1966 
to establish their first presence at Chinchinim, Goa. The site of the 
school including basket court premises of late Philanthropist and 
bachelor, Mr.Devociano Viegas was donated to the Congregation and a 
rented , residential premises at the present Albegre,( old age Home) 
was made available. It was not only a challenge of financial constraint 
but she was embroiled in numerous litigations, 7 to be exact over the 
years for the property, approach road/access to be free from legal 
encumbrances .Sr. Etienne faced the situation with dogged and steely 
determination, courage and finally succeeded with perseverance, 
though it drained her physically. The problems of finance, strength, 
Govt, recognition, physical structure spread over 3 places and their 
residence proved to be a daunted task. 

Fr. Artemio in 1966, in charge of the Parochial school, graciously 
requested and encouraged parents to enroll girls and support their 
venture. Parents at first were reluctant to shift to the new school, but 
gradually saw the merit. In the beginning the strength was in Std. 1-2, 
Std. 11-12, Std.III- 2,and KG, 45 students There was no furniture to start 
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with but the Chinchinim priests donated furniture for KG 
students. The Sisters under enthusiastic spirit of Sr Dolores 
simultaneously took up voluntarily the mission of women literacy, adult 
education, girl empowerment, health education, sanitation and 
religious teaching at Baida, Chichinim, a neglected society and was 
warmly welcomed. The Uniform was grey skirts, white blouse and red 
tie with SMA. It was later changed to blue dress with white belt, which 
continues till date. The strength grew from 65 to 250 students in 3 
years. In 1974 the number of students were 450,. and in 1982 it rose to 
1300 students. A boarding school for girls between 6/25 was also 
started in the premises to fulfill a pressing need of some families. 

The school premises was spread over 3 residences, Fr Felix Lobo's, 
Mrs Thelma Lobo's and Ms Palmira during first 4/5 years and co - 
ordination posed a challenge. In the year 1968 the much needed 
present residence of the Sisters in the proximity of the school was 
acquired and developed and to -day is a comfortable home. The 
foundation for the new school premises was laid in 1972 by the 
Apostolic Administrator, Monsieur Rev.Francisco Collaco in the 
presence of Mr. Mayenkar, then Minister of Education .The first phase 
was completed in 1976, and first batch of SSCE students appeared in 
1974 obtaining 74 % results. The second floor was completed in 1982. 
Most of the financial backing was graciously provided by the 
Congregation with local contributions being a trickle. The all round 
development of girl child in the school in every field of human 
endeavour to day is the pride of Chinchinim Village. 

One expected that Sr Etienne after having physically and mentally 
exhausted in completing and onerous task of SMA complex would 
naturally relax to enjoy the fruits of her hard labour., The Congregation 
trying to tap her inexhaustible potential, spirit of challenge and 
devotion conceived yet another plan, and requested her to start afresh 
the building and establishing of a new school, at Sarzora, Chinchinim to 
avoid children tracking over 2 Km to school and which served as an 
disincentive to schooling. Obedient to her Superiors, she took up 
another new challenge at Sarzora. 

Her predecessor Sr Doleres with Sr Gertrudes, Sr Jaima, Sr Rita had 
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laid the foundation at Sarzora for Assumpta school The place was 
donated by late Fr Francis Mascarenhas, who had a vision and love for 
his Village. As usual, rented premises for residence and school were 
order of the day. Sr Dolores with her joyful attitude was well accepted 
by the village and graciously extended all possible assistance. Sr. Rita a 
professional trained nurse rendered village apostolate, Sr Dolores 
built accommodation for themselves and for classes up to Std IV. Fr 
Evangelisto Dias of Sarzora was an encouragement and wellwisher. She 
made place for Sr. Etienne as the Principal and was transferred to Clergy 
home in Margao, in fulfillment of their original commitment and served 
with dedication for 39 years. 

Once again Sr. Etienne plunged into building activity, It was not an 
easy task to convince the parents about girl education. The boys too 
were first generation learners. The poverty and lack of interest in 
Education were prohibitory factors. The easy accessibility of Co 
education, not having to travel on foot a longdistance back and forth, 
convinced and motivated parents, students from Dramapur, Baida, 
Panzorconne to take advantage of the new facility. Sr..Etienne with her 
experience, determination, dedication saw the completion of physical 
structure and put the educational institute on sound academic 
excellence footing and recognition. 

Sr. Etienne being conversant with Portuguese, French and English 
was transferred to France, NEWCHATLE. She served for 7 years with 
Portuguese mission engaged in pastoral work. Always willing to oblige 
Sr. Etienne served the Light House establishment of the Goa Diocese in 
Margao dealing in religious articles, a much needed facility in the South 
Goa. 

The Priest house at Chinchinim is presently not occupied, as they 
prefer facilities at the clergy home at Margao , The Sr's have not 
reneged on their solemn commitment to look after priest as and when 
the situation demands. She is now recuperating at Chinchinim House 
with knee surgery, severely restricting her movements. Her 
enthusiasm, interest and concerns have not diminished as yet, for those 
who consider the worth of her experience and wisdom She can really 
look back with joy and happiness for tasks accomplished with 
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perfections and hard work. Today these institutes are living and 
lasting monuments to her memory, silently speaking her contributions 
to the people of Chinchinim and surrounding areas. 

The Franscican Sisters of Mary of Angels have a candidate house at 
Parra for pre vocations restricting to those with SSCE pass and above, 
apart from their presence at Chinchinim and Margao at Goa. The 
parents are proud and privileged not to hunt for the institute for girl 
education, when the finest school is near at hand, relieving them of all 
tensions. The FSMA have conformed to the ideals set for themselves 
most satisfactorily. Nearly 8 students have figured in the merit list of 
GBSHE before ranks were abolished thus bringing laurels to Alma 
Mater. Past students have carved a niche in professional fields and are 
respected members of the society Students of SMA have claimed most 
of the awards by P,C.Trust over many years and continue to do so. 

I served as a teacher at Mount Marys High School, Chinchinim from 
Novl966 to June 1979 and hence a personal witness to her 
contribution to educational excellence and all aspects of development 
of Girls from Velim to Sarzora, Panzorconne

Dr. Antoninho Dias,-A pioneer life saver 

Dr.Antonio Franscisco Simplicio Dias was popularly and 
affectionately known as Dr Antoninho. He was married to 
Maria da Conceicao Santa Rita Furtado(Palmar Grande).Dr 
Antoninho is the son of late Dulcidonio Torquato Tasso Dias Served as 
Dr and Major in the Portuguese Army and/ (Mrs Eliza Idalina Carlota 
Barros Dias). His useful life spanned from 2.March 1892 to 16.10.1960 

Dr. served the Village of Chinchinim specially Dandeavado and 
surrounding wards, as the first and only Paediatrician and General 
Medical Practitioner( Curso Medico Cirurgico), Dr was much sought 
after for his dedication, simplicity, affability and passion for his mission 
to serve and save lives, being the only saviour for the vast majority of 
patients in the locality. Dr. was known for not demanding his fees, 
though the grateful patients paid him in instalments, as and when they 
could. In those days, Doctors dispensed their own prepared medicines, 
since there were no pharmacies in the village for patent drugs .He was 
well known far and wide for his specialty in the cure and relief of 
whooping cough, then an irritating disease in the young children. He 
had also to trudge the distances in dispensing his medical services even 
at odd hours and at nights and which he did with pleasure. Many a folks 
profess their profound gratitude for their survival and existence to this 
date due to his timely medical intervention and care. I am one of those 
fortunate ones. 

Dr.was honoured by being appointed Adjudante do Registo Civil for 
the villages of Chinchinim, Assolna, Velim for Civil Registration of 
births, deaths and marriages. Besides he was actively and 
constructively involved in the institutions of Communidade de 
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Chinchinim, and Fabrica de Igreja de Chinchinim and served both 
with distinction in the capacity of the President, He being most 
educated .literate was the favourite, popular sought after Toast Master 
at weddings in Dandeavado, Bandfol, Mingfoll and beyond and was 
listened to with rapt attentions for his mature advise and words of 
wisdom. 

The residents of Palmar Grande once made a concerted and 
determined effort to shift the Portuguese Primary school from its 
present, convenient and centrally located site. Dr Antoninho with some 
enlightened, prominent citizens warded off successfully the illogical 
attempt to shift the premises, which stands to this day as the testimony 
to his thoughtful insight. 

Dr Antoninho was deeply a religious and spiritual person, unfailingly 
attending daily mass , which he believed was his strength , boundless 
energy to serve and not to be served. His self professed motto " Pray 
with faith, work selflessly with love and devotion in the service of his 
calling" remains etched in times, worthy of recall. 

His late illustrious son Dr Antonio Dulcidonio Zacarias Menino Jesus 
Barros Dias followed in the foot steps of his father, practiced in Coimbra 
and also as the Superintendent of Diamond Company in Angola, On his 
return, for a brief period, offered consultations, was engaged with the 
Lions Club of Chinchinim, and extended regularly his expertise to the 
students of the Church school including old aged home at Chinchinim. 
Dr.Dulcidonio is survived by his wife and 3 daughters having lost his 
son. The daughters of late Dr Antoninho are MrsAlba.Mrs 
Blasia.MrsElma, MrsAurea and late Ms Alzira.

Whenever I visited her she was warm and positive in her outlook and 
expressions. No hurts, complaints, no self pity about her state of health. 
She treated everyone with respect without any airs of pride and thus 
earned appreciation and love of her students at Guardian Angel High 
School, Curchorem, where she taught for many years. She did her best 
in trying to find a place for me as the teacher outside India and I am 
indebted to her for this act of her helpfulness. She bore malice or ill will 
towards none. 

Her life had many ups and downs, The loss of unexpected demise of her 
only son was heartbreaking experience., She took everything in her 
stride and offered to God, as His will. Earlier in life she battled with 
courage and determination a personal event that had shattering social 
effect. The loss of her husband made her lonely. Her ailments confined 
her to home made her dependable for her daily necessities. Fortunately, 
the presence of Jose Mariano a faithful, devoted relative, was a great 
relief and comfort. The passing away of her brother and his son added 
to her woes in family relations.

REGIDOR, MR ALBERTO COTTA 

During Portuguese regime the REGIDOR, equivalent to 
Executive Magistrate held an important position for 
certifying, issuing common documents for many services, besides 
serving as the arbitrator in disputes as was envisaged by the Govt. It 
was both an honourable and honorary post bestowed on him with 
much thought, faith in his abilitiesand he continued with it in the village 
of Chinchinim with distinction for many years till liberation of Goa in 
1961. The villagers sought his good offices with faith with their petty 
problems as he had a gift of listening and suggesting his opinions in few 
words. A small fee of Rs 0.25 was official charge for the services 
rendered and he functioned religiously, scrupulously within this limit. 
He served as the vital link with the Govt at the village level. Mr Cota was 
very considerate, unassuming, polite, non controversial or arrogant but 
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humane in his approach that sometimes he even waived it for the 
deserving cases. He adhered to his position with humility, in a low 
profile thus maintaining at all times cordial and friendly relations. It 
was for this reason and his good nature of easy accessibility that he won 
everlasting friends and admirers with his contacts. The common village 
folks in large numbers attending his funeral services were a testimony 
to his popularity, admiration, respect in the village and a parting tribute 
of gratitude. 

He was the official censor for country plays during Carnaval, which 
meant that all the country plays( KHELL) with the content had to be 
compulsorily staged for his perusal and certification with no 
derogatory criticism against the regime in power and only then they 
were permitted for staging them in the village. He trusted them so that 
they did not have to stage all 3 plays in their entirety involving valuable 
time It was a venue for the villagers for free show. 

It was a very special characteristic of his simple personality that he 
would attended funeral services of all villagers, personally known or 
unknown and irrespective of caste, creed, or status in the society and 
which gesture adhered him lovingly and with respect, it was another 
peculiar personality that he paid many condolence visits on foot and at 
quite a distance. He would very politely and often offer his seat to others 
during religious services, much as he needed it for himself at his old age. 

I remember lovingly how he was lavish and sincere with his 
appreciation and recognition of others that raised his stature in my 
mind, as truly, simple and noble soul. 

He is survived by his wife, sons Mr Savio and Mr Oswald , who 
continue his traditions and legacies.

He sought the 
opportunity of consciously visiting them..He had a charming and 
contagious smile, which made him attractive, winning friends and 
admirers. Neither age, seniority and accomplishment stood between 
him and his fellow villagers nor priestly community, He hardly 
possessed anything that could be called his own and personal. He lived 
a simple life with minimum essential wants The secret of his little 
forms of Charity is known to everyone through his own admissions .His 
last visit to his land of birth was as 3 years back, which showed no 
attachments. It was sad that we will miss his presence. 

At the Church he would concelebrate the eucharist with local priest. As 
he had genuine difficulty and fluency with mother tongue after years in 
exile as the missionary. I believe that during his formative years as a 
priest, he was perfectly at home with the youth and would train them to 
stage local dramas. In my limited interaction with him as a benefactor of 
the Trust ,1 am fully convinced about his unshakable missionary zeal as 
a priest and true, devoted follower of Christ in true sense. Many others 
who had the privilege of knowing him at close quarters vouch for his 
life commitments.

He 
himself was dissuade from joining sea life, but could not change the 
mind of his son.

It became his 
avocation with keen interest in building sound systems, repairing all 
types of Electric appliances. He would also attend to minor repairs of 
the scooter and the car, He had a small workshop and and a music room 
The Govt of Goa has acknowledged his contribution as an artist and he 
was recipient of pension He opted for the bankers job and was 
promoted as the Manager at Grindlays bank in the gulf country, where 
his talents were recognised and rewarded. 

He was versatile player with organ, violin. Sexaphone, guitar 
clarinetand pursued his interest till the very end. He was very fond of 
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music CD and specially in Konkani. He could also dabble in the repairs of 
his own musical instruments. The CRCC got a grant of musical 
instruments and he helped to train the volunteer students. 

He was very polite and extremely helpful to all those who sought his

Many a times medical services were dispensed on credit for the 
needy without a tinge of grudge. I fondly remember that with his mild 
and calm nature the emphasis was never on monetary consideration. 
He never for once demanded fees as the precondition, for his services 
and treatment. The grateful patients faithfully redeemed their debts 
with a deep sense of gratitude. 

Residents of Dandeavado and surrounding Villages were under his 
medical care. Perhaps many of us were saved by his timely medical 
intervention and owe our existence today to the simple, unassuming 
medical practioner. We are duty bound to recognize and fondly recall 
his invaluable services to the residents of Dandeavavdo. He hails from 
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Navelim, but lived in here for the most of his life till retirement. He 
finally left for Davorlim to spend his days and rest. He created a void in 
the hearts of his orphaned patients.

She was very much inspired, motivated, encouraged to continue her 
mission by the talk of Mrs Kiran Bedi at a seminar in 1985 atGoregaon, 
Seminary.Fr Vargheees KariperrY , unanimously elected her area co 
ordinator in October 17 1997.1n this demanding and challenging 
mission,, she is empowered by a dedicated force of 38 volunteers from 
different walks of life, The prison ministry is operating under the 
banner .CARITAs Goa 

Her motto has been HELPING OTHERS IN DISTRESS, NEGLECTED AND 
CONDEMNED. She believed in reformation in action .She stressed on 
compassion, love, hope and help as her amour of prison mission .She 
showed that prisoners are human beings to be treated with respect and 
dignity and manifested faith in their reformation and social 
rehabilitation and usefulness .It has led to acceptance by prison 
officials, culminating in improvement in state affairs of prisons. She 
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emphasized in changing the environment of understanding, 
forgiveness , forgetting between the the families of victims, accused 
and the society, Her work is connected with Central jail, sub jail, lock 
ups at major towns of Goa 

Her mission is centered on Education, culture, sports and development 
of skills and mental balance 

There is formal and non formal education, literary classes,with help to 
qualify at all levels of Educational ladder up to graduation and beyond 
to professional stage in certified courses, besides trades, computer 
training. Pregnant women, Children born in prison are cared for and 
after 3 years are enrolled in formal schools, monitored for their 
progress and also paid for. Painting, plumbing, flower 
making,electrician .tailoring, papad, pickles,handicraft,tailoring, 
paper bags, music,candles,weaving baskets,, screen printing are 
various trades taught. There is celebration of birthdays, all festivals 
and National days, conducting games, tournaments in various games 
too helps in physical exercises. 

In 1992 Asha Sadan was established to help the released prisoners with 
trades and skills and also to integrate them in the society. Kiran Niketan 
at Zuari Nagar is aimed at protection and promotion of of child interest 
and welfare. In 2008 a quarterly news letter for prisons was published 
and later new manual on remedial and reformation, as she was on 
board of Commission to visit prisons. She visited rape victims and 
helped them with legal formalities, finances and above all restored their 
self worth and confidence. She conducted talks for public awareness on 
Prisoner’s rights and human dimensions. Talks were arranged for 
prisoners on value based programmes , medical camps, drugs and 
alcoholism. It is important that they are not traumatized emotionally by 
recalling their past. She stood guarantee with a bond of one lakh for 28 
days of Parole for those who could not afford, as the freedom and social 
integration will not isolate them on reentry into the society The Yoga 
teaching helps conquer depression, violence, hatred and forgiveness 
and repentance, Depressed convicts accept their fate and easy to be 
reformed, but under trials are anxious about their cases and prone to 
violent behavior. Majority of convicts unfortunately are form outside 
the state 
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The angel of prisons as she is widely known has touched the hearts and 
minds of all concerned, She appearance on the scene has made a lot of 
difference in this field and the society raises the hat in gratitude for help 
to these abandoned, neglected, condemned part o f humanity and to 
integrate them as useful members of the society

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ventilated; of course it has about 7 tube lights and 3 fans,The 
infrastructure, besides consists of 2 computer tables,4 newspaper 
reading stands,15 storage cupboards, 4 paper racks, 2 large tables for 
the spread of magazines, periodicals, children magazines,3 computers, 
ready with electrical fittings, 25 arm chairs. It is now enclosed to 
prevent mischief at nights. 

The Library has a stock of more than 6000 books English including 
encyclopedias, Gazette, Vacancy and tender bulletin 4000Bks stocked 
in 3 full cupboards, Kon(Devanagiri)1000Bks ;Kon(Roman ) 50 bks 
including dramas, romances, encyclopedias; Hindi 50 Bks,; Marathi two 
full cupboards, newspapers, 4 in English and one in Konkani;32 
Magazines including periodicals, weeklies etc catering to all sections 
There are no college or higher secondary books, and vocational subject 
books catering to the local Institutes. There is request demand for Hindi 
reference books and Konkani newspapers in devanagiri script 

The membership is with fee of Rs 10 old and Rs 25.The books are not 
returned at times and this is a problem. Old magazines and one book is 
issued at a time for a week provision for fine is not a deterrent. When 
the Library was set on fire in 1987 during Konkani agitation a large 
number of books were burnt to ashes and some were taken away. PWD 
was given an ultimatum to restore the door and they did close the 
library entrance after a big gap. The records of membership was lost 
and so also the details of amount from members .The timings of the 
library are from 8.30 a.m. to 12.30 p.m and 4.p.m. to 6.30 p.m. The first 
librarian was a retrenched Govt school teacher and had no knowledge 
or interest in library maintenance .Mr SocorroAntao, the present 
librarian has a trained certificate course, attendance at number of 
refresher/ orientation courses joined in 1988 and has 27 years of 
experience, He loves his work and devotedly attends to the visitors and 
well accepted being a local The village Panchayat has an yearly 
allocation of Rs 20,000=towards purchase of books, which is being 
utilised. 

The readership in Marathi has dwindled from earlier 15-20 to nil. The 
books could be deployed elsewhere The non-availability of inverter is 
hindering the starting of Internet facility and use of idle computers.

The room and the gate could be shifted to the southern end to avoid 
disturbance in the use of the toilet .The toilet is unhygienic and needs 
urgent attention and repairs The present library committee needs to 
meet at fixed intervals to take needs into consideration. The past library 
committee along with the Education Inspector Mr Kolambkar used to 
select books from book stall on holidays with previous arrangement 
and request from readers The present ornamental committee must be 
consulted so as not to stock books for which there is absolutely no 
readership. An additional room could be added with the consent of the 
Village Church Fabrica to meet space constraints. Alternatively the 
closed veranda with glass fittings be considered to enhance available 
place. The old newspapers be disposed of within 3 months instead of 6 
months as at present.

Schools In Chinchinim Village 
during Portuguese Era 

The only avenues then were free Potuguese Education in Primary 
schools There was one at Chinchinim, another at Baida and during last 2 
years of Potuguese rule another school was opened at Deussua, Some 
informal, early, preparatory Education was imparted by the Church 
also in Portuguese, by the Mestre of the church. 
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Those who could afford went to Loyola and Fatima in Margao. Others, 
mostly the rich ,sought refuge in seminaries. Guardian Angel High 
school at Sanvordem, Monte de Gurim, st Anthony's Duler, Mapusa and 
St Paul's Belgaum are some of the English Medium schools patronised 
by the Villagers. 

At Chinchinim, the only English Medium paid school was St. Aloysius 
rechristened as, new educational institute and now Boscos High school, 
as it was later rechristened and founded by Prof C.A Gomes, where 
many completed their matriculation Fr Floriano Gomes, started his 
private school in Portuguese at his residence. The Govt Primary school 
taught up to Permeiro and Secundo Grau in Portuguese languagef 
equivalent to Std V to day). Prof. Sebastiao Furtado, Alleamvado,taught 
at Dramapur, He had a boarding at Alleamvado, and marched students 
early in the morning and brought them back in the evening from the 
Govt primary School . Prof. Octaviano DCosta, had his boarding at 
Bamado, then at Sucaldem. Prof, Arsenio De Mello had boarding at II 
Palvem, which was popular for its strict discipline, Prof, Nazarino 
Rodrigues started a boarding at Dandeavado and Prof. Leboiano 
Mendes too had a boarding at Dandeavado, These early educators 
where very much in demand and filled the void by tutoring, preparing 
the students of common people at their boarding schools The parents 
then were not literate to teach their wards in Portuguese Language. 
These tutors sent them to regular Govt primary school at Chinchiniml in 
the Morning and then coached them at the boarding premises. 
Sometimes they also prepared private students and sent them for the 
examination only at the Govt schools. 

The Chinchinim and surrounding villages, who had their education 
here through these boarding schools fondly remember Fr Floriano 
Gomes, Prof. Sebastiao Furtado,Prof Octaviano DCosta, Prof. Nazarino 
Rodrigues, Prof Leboiano Mendes and Prof. C. A. Gomes. We pay our 
tribute to the memory of these early pioneers and flag bearers of 
Education in the Village of Chinchinim and recount their in valuable 
contributions. May their souls rest in peace

ST Judas Thadeus landmark monument 
at Chinchinim 

Chinchinim faithful celebrate the feast on, 28 October . The 
land mark, architectural wonder at Chinchinim is a sonsure of 
all eyes and cannotbe missed. The Novena masses and prayers are held 
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inside the Church. The feast mass at 4 .30pm is offered at the 
monument with seating arrangement for the faithful. At times the 
President celebrating the feast offers some refreshments. The 
attendance is normally good on the feast day. The only other times the 
monument comes to life is on Good Friday morning, when way of the 
cross is conducted solemnly from atop of the altar of the monument. 

The credit for this structure goes to late Rev. Fr Rocha, It was his 
determination that led to the building of this eye catching shrine, 
undoubtedly one of a very unique civil structure anywhere in Goa 
dedicated to the honour of St Judas Thadeus, The canopy roof design 
proved to be a daunting challenge., It was set on the ground and then 
moved on the top with utmost precaution. The architect was an 
experienced Civil Engineer in the military and successfully completed 
his pioneering task with dedication and devotion, . It gives 
Chinchinim a unique and distinct identity and villagers are naturally 
proud of its heritage status. Novenas were held on every Thursday. 
About 3 to 4 thousand congregation of the faithful used to throng the 
venue. The devotees came from far and wide, but not many from the 
Village patronized the event. Huge jars of water were blessed and 
people used to Q up to take the dispensed Holy water, There were traffic 
arrangements made by traffic police. The Chinchinim market remained 
closed on Thursday evening. The P.P was Rev. Fr Elias and elderly man 
with Rev. Fr Artemio D Costa and Rev.Fr Rocha as the assistants, The 
former was pioneer of the Mount Mary's High School and worked 
tirelessly to make his dream to take a concrete shape with stiff 
opposition from management of then St Bosco's School, but with 
determination and backing of the people and church authorities it took 
shape, Fr Rocha was totally immersed with his devotion and 
construction of the monument, as the result the traditional ceremonies 
of the Church were under severe strain and P.P. found difficult to cope up 
with the pressure of daily ceremonies. Donations poured in by 
thousands and the whole monument was financed in its entirety by 
such donations, The Fabrica made available the property, The structure 
is now enclosed, barricaded and protected because during football 
matches the spectators used to make it as a viewing gallery and that led 
to disrespecting, hurting of religious sentiments of sacred, revered 
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place of worship, To - day it is well illuminated with automatic 
lightening system and painted giving the aesthetic monument a 
beautiful look., Recently the deteriorating monument roof in particular 
was given a fresh lease of life by meticulous. 

The trouble started when the ecclesiastical authorities asked for the 
accounts, because it was a part of Church activity.Fr Rocha used to 
maintain his own account and was not receptive to public scrutiny and 
verification, All the priests acted as individuals in their approach under 
the church, each concerned with specific activity that they 
concentrated their energies upon .A transfer of both assistants 
simultaneously triggered the revolt of disobedience of sorts. Fr 
Artemio , as a precondition demanded reimbursement of the 
expenditure incurred on account of the establishment the school, and 
the Bishop obliged. Fr Rocha offered resistance due personal 
attachment and in defiance shifted residence in the room under the 
monument for some time, as independent of ecclesiastical authorities. 
Some disgruntled elements stoked the fire of resentment, polluting the 
peaceful religious atmosphere with simmering .potential showdown 
with authorities , When the Bishop visited the place, some motivated 
elements quietly planned a Morcha and demostration, The Bishop was 
confined to the Parochial house for a long time ,chaos, confusion 
prevailed. The precincts of the blessed sacrament were vandalized and 
desecrated and as the mobs went wild inside the church. Finally the 
Bishop had to be escorted out under police protection, when some 
unruly miscreants pelted the official vehicle of the Bishop with stones, 
After this shameful, disgraceful incident the Novenas were suspended. 
Fr Rocha had finally agreed to be shifted to Sancoale, where he was 
under strict, monitored instructions and directed not to interfere with 
the affairs at Chinchinim, nor start any novenas to St Judas at his new 
place of postings. The Novenas at Chinchinim were ordered closed for a 
long time to allow peace to return. It is believed that the final ordination 
of Fr Rocha was delayed ,kept in abeyance because he used to see Visons 
of B,V,Mary and was hallucinated. Rev. Dr. Priosonio Dias then took over 
the parish under turbulent conditions. He had the backing of his well 
placed, influential legal cousin serving the Govt, and his Cuncolim 
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villagers stood by him regularly patrolling the premises in a show of 
solidarity and strength. Fr Dias was himself a daring individual and 
none of the so called promoters of lost cause dared to challenge his wits 
duringthe cooling period. 

The popularity of the religious Novena celebration was rooted into 
perceived miracles by the devotees and enhanced by public declaration 
during the services .The list of announced every week, included finding 
life partners, conceiving children, being gainfully employed, relief from 
sickness , physical and mental cures, success in examination, and 
financial relief . Distribution of the Holy water believed to be 
miraculous attracted the faithful devotees in unusual large numbers. 
The popularity of this religious event was so wide spread ,like of which 
had never been witnessed anywhere in Goa at that period or even now, 
without exaggeration. At present the Novenas and feast have not gained 
its popularity among the believers as earlier,nor has it returned to its 
glorious past. The faith is being revived and continues normally , 
confined as local affair . The aesthetic, unique monument, the 
memories of Fr Rocha's contributions, devotion, dedication, vision are 
encapsuled in time warp for posterity to ruminate, appreciate and 
recoginize this heritage legacy

Another unique edifice at Sarzora 



This is one of the finest monument, a gift to the people of Chinchinim. It 
is situated on the cross roads at Sarzora junction, surrounded by idylic 
mountain rise and drops from all sides It is constructed by Dr Vilberto 
Mascarenhas modelled on the design of British Castle at the same time 
incorporating Indian architecture and motifs to remind him of this 
roots. The granite rock from the Sarzora mountains, were chiseled into 
construction blocks and this by itself is unique local use of material thus 
far. This task was undertaken by his brother Mr Zeferino, who was also 
a freedom fighter of repute . It was a pains taking job, expensive and 
slow, as the masons were specially sourced from outside the states. The 
Architect was a foreigner. Every minutest detail was strictly supervised, 
monitored by him in person by his frequent visits to Goa during the 
constructions Another specialty of this Goan castle is that the walls are 
double, leaving a small space in between the walls. It almost doubles the 
costs and at least in Chinchinim , no structure incorporates this idea 
This ensures cooling effect almost dispensing air conditioning to the 
house Dr Vilberto introduced skill labour from all over India as he was a 
perfectionists The windows, doors, and even the main gate is inspired 
by Indian architecture This Castled nestled in sylvan surroundings is 
beautifully laid by gardening experts. Dr left nothing to chance and any 
imperfection was demolished to rectify his tastes One needs to visit the 
the place and take a tour around the house to really appreciate this 
magnificent monument of glory and legacy Even the furniture, 
crockery, tapestry has been imported to match with the decor and 
enhance the grandeur. One is simply awe struck of this unique piece of 
architecture at Chinchinim and nothing can match its magnificence or 
even come near to it. He had intentions to use it, but circumstances have 
altered his plans and though complete in every sense and habitable, it 
is used only for special family functions so far. 


According to family sources, it is going to be museum, open for public 
and all artifacts,are already in place Whenever that happens it will be 
real celebration. Sometime back it was inaugurated by Lord Mayor of 
Lisbon and the invitation of guests was restricted and limited to 
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select persons Arrangement are a foot to throw it open for public and 
then it will a place not to be missed by any one especially \Chinchinim 
citizens and villagers. 

The cross road junction is dedicated to our Lady of Fatima, statue 
imported from Portugal and so also the outside frescoes, Again it will 
not be out of place or exaggeration to stress its uniqueness and beauty 
to say the least The public square for relaxation is also planned by him 
If my memory serves me right, the place for modern bus stop was not 
made available to him for its construction 

Dr Vilberto has specialised in economics, but he is a builder, architect, 
interior decorator etc all rolled into one He founded the prestigious, 
first scholarships to complete science degree courses and which are 
now enhanced to 20 lakhs operating under P.C.Trust.Coming from 
humble beginnings, he made it big in Lisbon with his hard work, 
studies and many commercial and flourishing commercial 
establishments He has a son, who is looking after his continued 
business interests Of late and because of il health his visits to Goa have 
been kept on hold. 

Dr Vilberto in his own indomitable style leaves a magnificent Castle like 
Indian structure as a memory and legacy at Sarzora, Chinchinim , 
origin of his birth. The Chapel of Fatima and noticeable square at the 
function is a gift to Sarzora.

THE FAITH OF DEVOTEES IS UNASSAILABLE, BUILT AS IT IS ON TRUST 
AND FIRM BELIEFOVERTHE YEARS 

Practically every day, a large number of grateful devotees throng the 
area, on a pilgrimage even on foot over distances, offering flowers, 
singing litanies and lighting candles in gratitude & thanksgiving for the 
favours received. Faithful and even non Catholics bow in obedience and 
deep reverence as they cross the site in buses and vehicles and halt to 
pay their homage. Generous donations/offerings from grateful 
believers continuously pour from far and wide 

The place bursts into public festivities, devotion, Eucharistic 
celebrations on 13 October, 13 May,and 9 December every year in 
large numbers.The monument and the surroundings have been 
tastefully conceived and artistically executed to perfections and 
modified occasionally. There is no denying the fact that the shrine is a 
confirmed pilgrimage centre, attributed to healing and miraculous 
cures by the faithful believers 

A STEP BACK INT THE PAST 

The statue of pilgrim virgin Our Lady of Fatima from Cave of Iria 
Portugal, at the end 1949 was on a visit to Goa for 3 days, one day each 
in the jurisdiction of Municipalities of Panjim, Margao,Mapusa. Dr 
Alvaro de Loyola Furtado was then the President of Margao Municipal 
Corporation, and being a devout and pious Catholic made special 
arrangement for adoration at Chinchinim Church during the night at 
9.p.m. The pilgrim statue was to return next morning by 8.a.m. After the 
schedule halt at Navelim, the vehicle carrying the statue was speeding 
towards Chinchinim, delayed way beyond time .Large groups of 
devotees on the way were waiting to pay their homage in a an 
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atmosphere of prayer and singinging but were disappointed as the 
vehicle did not halt en route. The villagers of Bondorim had assembled 
in hundreds at the site of Holy Cross , Mocidade de Bondorim. A large 
pandal was erected at the site, faithful prayed fervently and hoped that 
vehicle would halt at least for a minute. To their great surprise and 
astonishment the vehicle stopped right at the unscheduled spot in 
front of the cross and the statue was placed on special throne jeep. 
Faithful believed and considered it to be a miraculous occurrence by 
divine providence and an opportunity to venerate the pilgrim Virgin. 
There is also another version that the vehicle carrying the statue broke 
down at Bondorim until it was repaired. The faithful for 17 minutes 
paid their homage by singing "cantemos cheios de alegria & 0 Virgem 
sacro santa. The statue finally reached Chinchinim well beyond 
expected 9 p.m.as there were massive prayerful crowds of the faithful 
waiting anxiously to receive .O.L.Fatima and pay their obeisance for the 
time at their disposal._Ever since then, the elders of the Village of 
Bondorim in commemoration of this miraculous event on 9 Dec 1949 
has led to the wide spread devotion to O.L.Fatima in the vicinity. The 
raising of the lasting monument began with extraordinary enthusiasm 
with trust in the miraculous Holy Cross invoking "IN HOC SIGNO 
VINCES" (He curien ami veneer zatelaum), under the guidance of Fr 
Napoleao Diniz, Vicar of Chinhinim. This magnificent shrine with a 
spacious chapel has undergone several changes 

On 9-12-1950, the statue was blessed at 5 p.m in the presence of large 
number of devotees, priests from far and wide. It was followed by litany, 
whole night adoration by village wards. On the next day, the statue was 
shifted and placed on the main altar of Chinchinim Church, where it 
remained till the completion of the monument. On 11-5-1951 the 
statue was brought in a solemn procession from the Church and placed 
on, altar and a decorated pandal erected on the site. Vicar of Panjim Rev, 
Fr Edmund Braulio Fernandes preached the sermon and enumerated 
the miraculous halt of our lady on amplified system, followed by 
blessing and kissing of the statue. Litany and whole night adoration 
ward wise continued. On 12-5 -1951, the break of dawn was announced 
by melodious music, waking up the faithful with joy to get ready for the 
mass at 7.a.m. Rev. Fr Elias De Souza, Vicar in red vestments celebrated 
the first mass (Missa Campal) at Bondorim .He preached the homile 
with blessing of H oly sacrament and kissing of the statue. The statue of 
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O.L.Fatima was then placed in the specially constructed shrine. 

At the time of liberation of Goa the statue was shattered to smithereens. 
Instead of installing a new statue, painstakingly the pieces were glued, 
restoring the statue to its original glory, without missing a single piece. 
The statue has been vandalized by miscreants several times due to its 
isolated location. Recently only one accident at the site resulted in 
fatality and damage to boundary of shrine and which was restored 
immediately. Once earlier in a severe accident all the occupants were 
miraculously saved though resulting in a substantial damage. In all 
apparitions of B.V.M throughout the world the message is same. Pray 
regularly the family Rosary. B- do penance and sacrifice C- change your 
hearts and minds by your behavior and actions

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MR CAETANO FERNADES .LEFT HIS FOOTPRINTS g 

I had the pleasure of associating with Mr Caetano, as the Headmaster of Immaculate Jr 
Conception high School Avedem Paraoda for a period of 6 years. It was strange that the 
school was shouldered with the responsibility of celebrating the feast of the Village Chapel t 
adjustant to the School. I realized that the school had to make all the arrangements for seating, 
priest, services band , preacher, in the evening, it meant that I had to stay from morning till late 
evening after all the benches were shifted for the next day class., Many of the benches were also 
damaged, The locals only participated in religious ceremonies as guests. The raising of financial res 
ources were burden to the teaching community of the school. The contributions from Locals were not 
guaranteed or dependable. There was a fete in the morning to raise the resources to some extent and once 
again patronized mostly by school students .The balance in the Chapel account of the all previous year 
was shockingly in single digit. The daily collections were the right of the Parish Priest and not ploughed into 
arrangements .Refreshment for the celebrant were also school duty. It was an unprecedented arrangement 
not seen by me in as many schools I had headed That year the saving was Rs 6000= mostly coming from the 
staff members. Chairs were provided for seating but that increased the cost many folds, but saved the 
damage to the furniture of the school and daily shifting. 

I called a meeting of Village elders soon after the feast and explained that it was undesirable burden on 
school to celebrate, make arrangement and take financial responsibility .That in future the school can at 
most can assist in arrangement along with locals. The second year I dissociated and Manager with the SSC 
student made a mesh of the event and was forced to abandoned, The locals saw an opportunity to enter, took 
complete charge and collected a balance of Rs 14000= under the leadership of Caetano in the very first year. 
They purchased furniture for safekeeping of the religious articles., Mr Caetano approached us regarding 
relinquishing a room adjacent to the chapel .He agreed and obliged by constructing of new room first to shift,. 

It was Mr Caetano who spearheaded the movement to construct a new chapel .He was the first 
magnanimous donor, drew the plans and started the work with expectations and hope of receiving aid, He 
raised financial resources through donations .celebrations under great strain, supported by his family and 
close relatives. A magnificent Chapel became a reality soon and much needed place of devotion and faith 
that galvanized the villagers,. There after the feast was celebrated with great pomp and faith by the people 
and villages surrounding it. Thus far It was a single decision of Villagers involvement to celebrate the feast 
that led initiatives to construct the magnificent chapel. 

Villagers trusted his leadership, dynamism, honesty, generosity, determination, abilities to mobilize funds 
from far and wide .sell a dream to villagers. He is a simple well meaning individual, whose contribution to 
construct the Chapel will always remain unquestionable praise worthy effort .The religious structure is the 
best monument to his lasting memory and none can deny this credit of his toil and labour of love, devotion, 
faith and determination to overcome all obstacles 

Toward s recent past he expressed disappointment and saddens that the Church pressurized the Committee 
to transfer all the funds in deposit to the Church and threatened Eucharistic celebration of festive occasion. I 
have no idea what was the final outcome of this outlandish demand, if it is true. There are no substantiated 
charges of mismanagement, fraud, lack of trust in Caetano and team by the people in his leadership. The 
Church has had no role of financial support, when the committee was struggling in its construction It is not a 
good precedent to take hold of finances under the guise of Church authority, where they could exercise 
watchdog role, if it was necessary 

The family of Caetano erected a niche in honour of the OUR LADY OF LOURDES in the school premises, a 
Christian sign so essential of a catholic identity The funded the expenditure over 20,000= The family of 
Caetano also made provision of fund to provide refreshment to the students 

The demise of Mr Caetano, popularly known as AARAB due to his physical gait hailed from Zerlabhat 
Avedem Paroda. He was born on 5-2-1944 and breathed his last on 3-3- 2018, he was interred in the 
presence of large gathering of grateful mourners on 5-3-2018. His health took many turns for the worst, but 
he did not give due medical attention that was perhaps needed. Obituaries from Association of Parado, 
Mumbai and large friends of Zerla Bhat quoting “Your actions were always kind. Agenerous hand and active 
mind. Anxious to please and loath to offend a loving brother and faithful friend. We'll all miss you very much” 

He is survived by his wife Maria Magdalena, daughters Anita, Suzan, Goretti, Santano and their families. 

I will miss a valuable, understanding friend, who always maintained warm relations and regards ever since
